Defied Order. 
The demonstration took place in 
spite of the order by police that no 
demonstration be held. The work- 
ers, called to demonstrate by the 
Communist Party, carried slogans 
calling upon the working class to 
fight the “rationalization” system 
that takes no account of the lives 

of employes. 

The funeral procession, which 
turned. into a mass protest against 
capitalism and against the suppres- 
sion of Communist activities in 
France by an ever increasingly 
fascist government, was peaceful un- 
til the appearance of the army sent 
by Police Chief Chiappe of Paris. It 


is not known how many -were in- 
jured, but the attack of gendarmes 
in battle formation, reinforced horse 
and automobile squads, gave a tone 
of war brutality to the scene 

The mass arrest of 1,200 wiirkers 
recall to many here the scenes of ac- 
tual ‘warfare and the prisoners are 
being compared to war prisoners. 
The Communist Party of France, 
through working class organizations 
and its press, “Humanite,” is now 
n taking up the fight against govern- 
ment repression and declares that it 
will strike blow for blow.

Individual haris are drag- 
ged out, prisoners are beaten on the 
soles of the feet, etc., etc. 

The father of Matiko Kamenetzki 
went to the Kolbrin police in order 
to demand an explanation for the 
beating up of his son by the police. 
The father was attacked, flung to 
the ground, kicked and mocked by 
the police. The old man left the 
police covered with bruises and with 
a number of teeth missing.

The advanced workers in any 
country have two problems of ma- 
jor importance confronting them. 
First to organize the workers into 
industrial unions. Second to organ- 
ize a political party which will re- 
flect the interests of the workers on 
the political field, as the industrial 
union reflects their interests upon 
the industrial field. 

Judging the steel workers, using 
these two standards to judge by, 
the major tasks in iron and steel 
are yet to be carried out, for as yet 
there is neither a militant indus- 
trial union in the steel mills of the 
country nor is there much of a sign 
that there is an awakening of the 
steel workers of the country to 
their needs in the political arena. 

Not in Politics. 

The history of iron and steel will 
show that almost without excep- 
tion the men who engaged in 
the making of iron and later of steel 
came from England, Wales and 
Scotland and that in those_coun- 
tries the workers had relied almost 
exclusively on their strength in the 
shops and mills to gain their ends 
with the bosses. Conservative al- 
most to fanaticism, they had no use 
for a political party to supplement 
and back up their struggles on the 
industrial field. 

The history of labor in this coun- 
try will show that they went to the 


of one of the parties of the bosses, 
who placed their nominees up for 
the suffrage of the people. Not al- 
ways, of course, for there came 
into existence the Greenbackers, the 
Populists, and numerous offsprings 
of a like character, but nothing that 
smacked of a party which voiced or 
stood for the interests of the work- 
ing class as a whole. 
Labor “Non-Partisan.” 

The master class of England had 
early learned the lesson of splitting 
the workers up into skilled and un- 
skilled and had divided them on the 
industrial field in this fashion for 
their own benefit, and that by the 
use of their surplus profits drawn 
from their colonies, had created in 
England the forerunner of our aris- 
tocracy of labor, but also had or- 
ganized their voting system so that 
the poor were excluded from any 
politica] action whatsoever. 

This system was transplanted into 
this country and the political action 
of the workers was like their Eng- 
lish brothers, almost non-existant, 
but up until now they have been 
content to vote almost without ex- 


terest.

It 
started in England ‘thru the employ- 
ment of surplus profits wrung from 
the colonies of the tight little island 
which were flung to the labor of- 
ficialdom, and we see it continued 
here in America. 


No finer example can be shown 
in the history of the labor move- 
ment of the world than the exam- 
ple of the fat boys of the Ameri. 
ean Federation of Labor with their 
opiumizing of the working class of 
this country with the slogan “re- 
ward your friends and punish your 
enemies.” This instead of an out- 
and-out demand that the workers of 
the country enter the political 
arena with a political party demand- 
ing and insisting that the workers 
be represented. McDonald, Clines 
and Thomas in England can be well 
matched in this country by the 
Green, Woll and Lewis group in this 
open and flagrant betrayal of the 
workers to the bosses.

You will notice that this clause 
specifically guaranteed to every 
member, who would transfer, full 
rights and privileges. Not only that, 
but an individual communication was

would be in no way affected. Not- 
withstanding this decision that we 
should have full rights and privi- 
leges guaranteed to the brothers that 
transferred, under the signature of 
Hutcheson and the two vice-presi- 
dents, he went back on his word, 
and after the members had been 
transferred he sent secret letters to 
the local unions where the members 
were assigned, depriving them of 
the right of ever holding office in 
the United Brotherhood, in viola- 
tion of the constitution and in viola- 
tin of his own decision. The details 
of this case come up under a sepa- 
rate appeal. I will- not dwell on 
that. That will be taken up in the 
appeal of Joseph Lapidas, who has 
been a candidate for president of 
local 1164 and has been taken off 
the ballot by orders of Hutcheson, 
stating that the former members of 
local 376 could not hold office for 
an indefinite period. There was no 
definite period allowed.
